INTRODUCTION

accomplished. 

The  work  of  The  Salvation  Army  is  now  be¬ 
coming  so  well  understood  that  there  is  scarcely 
any  need  to  enter  into  much  explanation. 

As  Dr.  Watson  (Ian  McLaren)  so  aptly  put  it: 
“The  Salvation  Army’s  mission  is  to  make  religion 
where  there  is  none.” 

We  aim  to  reach  with  the  gospel  of  Salvation  the 
masses  who  are  outside  the  pale  of  ordinary  Church 
influence,  and  care  for  their  temporal  as  well  as 
their  spiritual  necessities.  In  the  one  hand  we 
carry  to  the  people  the  Bread  of  Life,  while  in  the 
other  hand  we  bear  to  them  the  bread  that 
perisheth. 

Not  only  have  the  already  existing  Corps  and 
Institutions  continued  in  their  good  work  during 
the  past  year,  but  a  strong  effort  has  been  made  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  every  branch  of  the  Army 
and  several  new  agencies  have  been  added. 

In  submitting  this  brief  summary  of  another 
year’s  labor  to  our  friends  and  supporters  we  wish 
to  express  our  gratitude  for  the  generous  response 
to  our  financial  appeals,  and  we  are  confident  that 
the  future  will  witness  a  continuance  of  the  support 
which  alone  has  made  possible  the  results  shown 
upon  the  following  pages.

Colonel  and  Mrs.  Holz  have  superintended  the 
Army  affairs  in  this  Province  during  the  last  four 
years.

General  and  Mrs.  Bramwell  Booth 
“The  New  Leaders  of  the  World-wide  Salvation  Army” 


THE  NEW  GENERAL 

Mr.  Bramwell  Booth,  the  Best-Beloved  Man  in  the  Salvation  Army 

ELISHA  must  succeed  Elijah — even  so  must  the  mantle 
of  General  Booth  fall  upon  the  shoulders  of  Mr.  Bram¬ 
well  Booth,  the  General’s  eldest  son. 

There  is  but  one  man  fitted  to  be  the  successor  to  the 
commander  who  has  gone — Mr.  Bramwell  Booth,  Chief  of 
the  Staff,  and  long  since  recognized  in  the  Army  as  "the 
power  behind  the  throne.” 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has  reigned  and 
ruled  at  the  Headquarters  in  Queen  Victoria  Street.  Seated 
in  his  London  office,  he  directs  the  affairs  and  administers 
the  policy  of  this  vast  organization  in  all  lands. 

With  him  rests,  and  has  rested  for  many  years,  the  care  of 
the  countless  Salvation  Army  Churches.  He  does  not  travel 
outside  Europe;  his  work  lies  chiefly  at  home. 

His  white  hair  makes  him  look  all  his  age — fifty-six.  He 
is  in  appearance  tall,  but  not  robust;  his  face  has  a  stern, 
rugged  look,  but  infinitely  sympathetic.  He  is  perhaps  the 
best  beloved  man  in  all  the  Army. 

LONG  APPRENTICESHIP 

His  career  has  not  loomed  so  large  in  the  public  eye  as  has 
his  father’s.  Yet  without  Mr.  Bramwell  Booth’s  ability  as 
an  administrator  and  his  readiness  to  occupy  onerous  and 
often  thankless  offices,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the 
General  to  have  given  cohesion  and  uniformity  to  many  of 
the  departments  he  created. 

In  fact,  for  the  last  few  years  Mr.  Bramwell  Booth  has,  for 
all  practical  purposes,  been  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Army.  During  the  General’s  absence  from  Great  Britain 
he  has  acted  for  his  father  under  full  power  of  attorney. 

The  Chief  of  the  Staff,  in  truth,  has  already  served  a  long 
apprenticeship  for  the  position  he  has  now  to  assume. 

As  an  organizer  of  forlorn  endeavors,  Mr.  Bramwell  Booth 
is  probably  seen  at  his  best.  His  mainly  was  the  creation  of 
the  slum  work  of  the  Army,  and  in  his  younger  days  he  often 
evangelised  in  the  slum  quarters  of  East  London  and  other 
places.  A  man  who  never  uses  a  stern  word,  nevertheless 
he  can  and  does  exact  obedience  from  those  responsible  to 
him.  He  possesses  the  power  of  conciliating — a  power  which 
has  proved  invaluable  in  his  work  in  the  Army. 

He  has  ever  shown  t.hat  he  possessed  the  pluck  necessary 
to  perpetuate  the  Salvationism  of  the  movement.  Once  he 


had  occasion  to  go  to  Paris,  where  he  found  the  Staff  some¬ 
what  in  fear  of  the  authorities  and  disinclined  to  adopt 
measures  out  of  the  ordinary  rut. 

DRESSED  IN  SACKCLOTH 

“Were  I  in  command  of  this  city,”  he  exclaimed  to  a 
member  of  the  Staff,  “I  would  go  into  that  boulevard,  stand 
in  front  of  the  Grand  Opera,  and  shout  at  the  top  of  my 
voice:  ‘Jesus  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  today,  and  for 
ever!  And  He  saves  men  now.'  " 

“In  London  that  might  be  possible,”  replied  the  French 
Staff  Officer  with  a  smile,  “but  here  in  Paris  it  would  be 
madness.” 

Yet  Mr.  Bramwell  Booth  has  done  even  “madder”  things 
in  London  and  England.  He  once  preached  from  a  coffin  on 
the  stage  of  the  Army’s  platform  at  Holloway;  he  has  been 
seen,  dressed  in  sackcloth,  walking  through  the  crowded 
streets  of  provincial  towns  to  the  accompaniment  of  jeers 
and  contempt  from  many  who  saw  him. 

He  has  been  known  to  jump  off  a  public  platform  on  a 
Sunday  night  and  walk  round  and  round  the  aisles  crying  in 
agitated  tones:  “Eternity!  Eternity!  Eternity!” 

His  fervid  style  of  oratory  on  a  public  platform  has  clearly 
shown  him  a  practical  believer  in  the  value  of  sensationialism 
as  an  auxiliary  in  evangelising  the  masses. 

As  a  dramatic  appeal  to  the  emotion  of  fear,  his  coffin 
sermon  has  probably  never  been  excelled. 

SERMON  IN  A  COFFIN 

After  a  quiet  discourse  upon  the  certainty  and  uncertainty 
of  death  and  the  finality  of  all  hope  of  the  soul  that  has  left 
the  world  unforgiven,  he  entered  the  coffin,  and  lying  on  his 
back  quoted  Paul’s  death-defying  gospel: 

“O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory?”  Then  he  raised  his  voice  and  cried  in  loud  tones: 

“Are  you  ready  to  meet  the  Messenger?  Are  you  ready  for 
the  white  shroud,  the  last  call  of  the  undertaker,  and  to  lie 
down  in  this  cold,  narrow,  lonely  bed?” 

And  even  the  scoffers  among  his  audience  were  hypnotised 
into  silence  by  the  preacher’s  almost  gruesome  earnestness. 

But  it  is  as  the  organizer  in  chief,  the  man  with  his  hand  on 
the  pulse  of  the  movement,  that  the  Army  now  regards  him. 

Part  and  parcel  of  that  great  reform  since  the  age  of  thirteen, 
when  he  “gave  his  heart  to  God,’’  today  Mr.  Bramwell  Booth 
stands  as  the  chief  engineer  and  the  resolute  administrator 
of  salvation  rule.  — London  Daily  Mirror.
